SCHOOL REPORT. 


State Normal School methods introduced. 
Lines of Transportation established. 
All approved by State Authorities. 


Two hundred dollars expended for recent editions of up- 


to-date school books. 
Improved sanitary conditions, 
Increased attendance, 20 per cent. 
Tardiness decreased, 75 per cent. 
Absence, aside from sickness, decreased, 50 per cent. 


Graded School system installed. 


Instruction in music was commenced, and the board regret 
that the means at their command was not sufficient to continue 
this instruction after the absence from town of the instructor, 
Mrs. Crowell. 

The actual running expenses of the schools have been de- 
creased, aside from transportation, and payment of the tuition 
of those pupils of the town who attend the Appleton Academy. 

Since the approval of this institution by the State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, the town has no option in this 
matter, and an additional sum of two to three hundred dollars 
must be raised yearly to meet this demand, or else the money 
must be taken from the public schools. 
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The tuition is now $8 per term, and the bills for last term 
amounted to $64. 

Between 60 and 70 per cent. of the children now attending 
our schools are of foreign parentage, and were the census to 
include those children not yet of school age, the proportion 
would be still greater. 

The board would urge a better informed and more active 
interest on the part of these parents in our schools, especially 
by visiting the school-rooms. 

Twenty-three pupils have the permission of the board to 
attend the parochial school in Greenville for the Spring term of 
1907. 

Reading, writing and arithmetic are just as important now 
as they ever were, and especial attention has been given to 
them, also to the study of physiology, all with good results. 

Instruction tending to better care of the body, the dwelling 
and its surroundings is continually, and rightly, urged by the 
state authorities. 

A very successful teachers’ institute was held in the 
Academy building, Dec. 7, with State Supt. H. C. Morrison and 
Prof. William H. Huse of Manchester and other speakers 
present. 

We urge a full and general attendance at all meetings held 
in the town in the interest of good schools, for good schools are 
a solemn necessity to the safety and prosperity of the state. 
Nowadays, when natural resources are going, and personal 
resources come more to the front, education means more to 
individuals and industrially than it formerly did. 

Good, regular, punctual attention is one of the marks of a 
good school, and it needs some exertion and co-operation on 
the part of parents to secure this. 

Thoroughness and accuracy in what subjects are studied 
are also signs of a good school, and our teachers have labored 
faithfully to secure these results. 

The people of the town themselves determine what kind © 
of schools they have, and continued effort will be necessary to 
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maintain such a standard of school work as will be a credit to 
the town. 
Schools have been maintained for 36 weeks as follows: 
Spring term, Bank Village, High Bridge, Gibson district, 
Smithville and the Center, 12 weeks each, Fall and winter 
terms, Center, Smithville and Gibson districts, 12 weeks each 
terns, 
The number enrolled in the High Bridge district for the 
spring term 1906 was 21.
